‘I hope the following comments will 
be helpful. 

The Darkwing Duck stories so far 
have not explored DW's soft side-- 
which to me means we aren't seeing the 
whole man. Where's Drake Mallard? 

I am primarily a Disney Duck fan. At 
this point, I have never read Rescue 
Rangers or TaleSpin stories. Out of the 
fear of bypassing great artists or stories, 
I have a couple times started a non- 
Duck story, but after a few panels, I am 
so confused I give up. I don't know the 
characters or plots. (I'm sure there are 
other Disney fans who feel the same 
frustration, but over the Ducks.) 

Nevertheless, I would read any story 
if it featured cameos by characters from 
the Duck universe. Could a St. Canard 
villain suddenly show up in Cape 
Suzette? Could we see other tie-ins? 
"Crossing over" would help us get to 
know the other characters’ "worlds"-- 
maybe it would even encourage us to 
take the plunge and watch their shows! 

Will the more established Duck 
artists such as Don Rosa and William 
Van Horn ever do stories for Disney 
Adventures or Colossal Comics? Or is 
this avenue "below" them? I would 
read any story Don Rosa does--even if it 
were one starring the Rescue Rangers, 
my least favorite.
